Dispatch to The Chicago Tridwune, 
THE PRESIDENT’S ACTION SUSTAINED. 


Wasurnoton, D. C., April 28.—Aét no other 
period during the present session of Congress 
has there been such a full attehdance of Sena- 
tors as there was to-day. There were but five 
absentees, including Washburn, of Massachu- 
setts; both the Tennessee Senators, Brown- 
low and Cooper, were away, the former being 
detained by illness, and the latter 
was called out of the city on private business. 
Mr. Morton had not recovered from the shock of 
the veto, and Mr. Schurz had gone to Boston to 
deliver the Sumner eulogy. * 

WHY THEY WERE ALL THERE. 

The occasion for this extraordinary attention 
to public duty on the part of the Sen- 
ators was the knowledge on their 
part that a vote would be taken on the question 
of passing the so-called Finance bill over the 
veto of the President. Of course it was perfect- 
ly well understood that the motion would not 


prevail, but stall the friends of inflation wert 


anxious to show the country a ma- 
jority of the Senate disagreed with the 
views of President Grant, as set forth in his last 
message; they desired to put their brand upon 
the President and his supporters, but they 
wan ted to do it quickly aad qrietly by. a silent 
vote. With this end in view the supporters of 
the bill came into the Senate to-day, their minds 


up 
TO PRESERVE SILENCE 

under any provocation, and they managed very 
adroitly to carry their point; but, then, it must 
be admitted the Republican contractionists were 
equally interested in preventing a debate at the 
present time, and co-operated. to that 
end. 4 few Democrats, and one 
Liberal Bepublicans tried to break through the 
ice and get the Republicans by the ears, and 
once or twice there were serious apprehensions 
that they would succeed, but fortunately, or un- 
fortunately, their efforts did not prevail. 

THE MAJORITY REFUSE TO DISCUSS THE VETO. 

Mr. Tipton taunted the supporters of: the 
President with cowardice, and Mr. Thurman in- 
timated that a little debate would be a good 
thing, while Mr. Merrimon declined to enter into 
any arrangemeut whereby debate should be cut 
off. 


Mr. Bogy gave notice of a desire to discuss a 
veto which be did not believe would be supported 
by the country. 

WANDERING FROM THE SUBJECT. 

Then Senators Edmunds and Thurman con- 
trasted Jackson's and Grant’s Administrations, 
which resulted in along debate on the subject of 
the cause of the substitution of Cameron for 
Sumner as Chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee. This proved a safe subject 
to talk about, and nearly everybody took 
a hand, but it did not result in bringing out 
anything not heretofore known about that un- 
fortunate affair, unless the statement of Cam- 
éron that the appointment was made, without 
his knowledge or consent may be oqnsidered 
new.

BEPORT OF THE MOUSE COMMITTEE.

DEFECTS OF THE PRESENT LAW, 
so far as the respective righte of landlord and 
tenant are concerned, may be illustrated a little 
further.

Justices are powerless. They are practically at 


the mercy of the Constabies; just ex- 
actly as a car-conductor is at the 
of the ecar-driver. The business 


mercy 

of the Justice depends upon his Constable. If 
he attempts to. interfere with him he loses his 
owa trade, and the result us that he sits and wit- 
nesses rascalities which he is imootent to check, 
and concerning which he dare not speak except 
in private. | 

THE ONLY REMEDY 

for this business appears to be either to bribe 
the juries or prosecute the Constables. Respect- 
able men are opposed on principle to doing the 
first, and they object to the trouble and annoy- 
ance of doing the latter. And yet it appears to 
be the only feasible method. It seems impossi- 
ble to force Constables, through the pressure of 
public opinion, to pick up respectable men as 
jurors, and the only thing which would induce 
them to do so would be the sending of 


one or two of them to the County 
Jail for malfeasance in office, ete., 
etc. The proper course, after all, 


where a person is cognizant of any misdoing oa 
the part of a Constable, or any other pu 

officer, is for him to go to the State’s Attorney 
and make an affidavit to the fact; and that 
officer will doubtless be prompt enough to bring 
the matter before the Grand Jury, prosecute 
it unrelentingly to a satisfactory conclusion,

BAILROAD NEWS. 


The Position of the Wisconsin Roads 
Regarding the New Law. 
THE WISCONSIN LAW. 

The Managers of the Milwaukee & St. Paul, 
Chicago & Northwestern, and Wisconsin Rail- 
roads heid a meeting Monday afternoon at the 
office of Mr. 8. 8. Merrill, at Milwaukee, for 
the purpose of coming to some conclu- 
sion regarding the future action to be taken 
by these roads in regard to the new Railroad 
law which goes into effect to-day. It has not 
been ascertained what conclusion they arrived 
at, but it is stated by a Milwaukee paper that 
the railway magnates, finding that Gov. Taylor 
is determined to enforce the law, feel disposed 
to make a compromise, provided it can be done. 
Gov. Taylor is at Milwaukee, and his presence 
is thought to have some connection with the 
new law. He was interviewed by a Sentinel 
reporter yesterday, but he was as dumb as an 
oyster, refusing to enlighten the reporter as to 
what his intentions were. 

The Chicago & Nofthwestern will undoubtedly 
stand by the other Wisconsin railroads in this 
fight, and, it is said, will adopt the new tariff of 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad. 

According to a special dispatch to Tux Tr13- 
onz, Gov. Taylor had a conference with the 
President and Manager of the St. Paul Railroad 
yestesday. Mr. Mitchell is firm in his position 
that the railroads have done all in their power, 
and will rely on the courte for a way out of the 
difficulty. The subject of a gailroad representa- 
tive being allowed on the Railroad Commission 
was brought up, and it was mentioned that the 
Commissioners may not be appointed, it having 
been discovered that the law requires that they 
shall be confirmed by the Senate.

The case of Price against Ledlie, which has 
been tried four times in the Circuit Court, is too 
well known to need any rehearsal now.

other by 8. R. Curtis and Thomas Dowling. 
The plaintiffs in the present bill were garnisheed, 
and filed answers denying any indeptedness to 
Price. The record of these suits was destroyed 
in the great fire, and the Ist of June next 
is the time limited for the restoration 
of ante-fire cases. It was, therefore, asked that 
the execution be stayed until those garnishee 
suits be disposed of, for the plaintiffs in those 
cases, hearing of the judgment against Ledlie 
& Corse, have taken the necessary initial steps 
to restore their papers, and Ledlie & Corse fear 
that, should they pay the amount of the judg- 
ment to Price, they might render themselves

The first of these resolutions insists that Con- 
gress shall not adjourn until it has passed a law 
toenable the people to “unfund,” at their op- 
tion, the national bonds, receiving therefor le- 
gal-tender notes. If this resolution means that 
the people shall be left free to exchange their 
interest-bearing bonds for legal-tenders, it has 
no significance.

The reso- 
lution, to mean anything, must mean that the 
process te “‘unfund” the debt shall be an in- 
voluntary one; and that the United States must 
issue the notes and compulsorily retire the 
bonds. Otherwise, the debt will never be un- 
funded.” The plain English of this is that the 
Government, to save interest on the bonds,” 
shall confiscate a large portion of their value 
by paying them off with an irredeemable and 
non-interest-bearing currency. 

The second proposition of Mr. Morton’s Re- 
publican constituents is that no time shall ever be 
fixed for the redemption of these Treasury notes, 
which is the present irredeemable condition, and 
that the amount of notes issued shall never be 
reduced until such time as the coin accumula- 
tions in the Treasury shall justify its use in re- 
deeming the notes. The third resolution is 
aimed at the National Bank system, under which 
it is asserted the bank gives no credit to the 
note, because the issue is as good with the 
bank broken as when itis solvent.” This most 
desirable fact, that in no event can the holder of 
a National Bank note sustain a loss, seems to be 
a grievance to these Republican constituents of 
Mr. Morton. From this exposition of the views 
of the Indianapolis inflationists, it is clear 
that uo measure likely to be proposed at 
Washington as a compromise will satisfy these 
people.

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, BRIDGES OR TUNNELS. 
The question of tunnels asa substitute for 
bridges has again become an important ques- 


ment. The average cost of the tunnels already 
constructed is $550,000, and the cost of keeping 
them $3,000 a year each. . The cost of a bridge, 
with the land for the approaches, ig not over 
$30.000, and the annual cost of keeping is $1,200. 
The demand for new tunnels or bridges is now on 
the South Branch. On each side of this portion 
of the river are railroad tracks, necessitating 
viaducts in case of bridges, and a long sweep 
of approach in the case of tunnels. The 
life of a bridge is not ascertainable by any rule, 
but the interest on the difference in the cost be- 
tween a tunnel and a bridge will serve to replace 
a bridge every year. The original cost of a 
bridge, even with an extended viaduct on both 
sides of the river, falls much below the cost of a 
tunnel, and, where the bridge and tunnel are 
placed in competition, nine persons use the 
bridge to the one who uses the tunnel. The 
Washington street tunnel is located between 
Madison and Randolph streets, and yet those 
bridges are used by the public generally in pref- 
erence to the tunnel. This is especially true of 
all loaded wagons, trucks. and other vehicles. 
The ascent from the tunnels is a heavy pull, 
which is avoided altogether at the bridges. A 
tunnel or bridye is now needed in the neighbor- 
hood of the lumber district, and the question is 
which will best promote the public convenience 

Of course there is a wide differente of opinion. 
We think that public safety, as well as the dis- 
patch of business, demands a general system of | 
viaducts over all the railroad tracks at all the 

street crossing. The multiplication of bridges 


bridges has never kept pace with the public 
comfort or convenience. We think, moreover, 
considering the state of the public finances, the 
two tunnels now in existence will suffice for some 
years to come.

A PNEUMATIC GRAIN-TUBE. 

A Minnesota man has patented a pneumatic 
tube for the transport of grain. The machinery 
of propulsion is a fan, worked by steam, revolv- 
ing in an air-chamber which consists of two 
double-cones, put base to base. The axle of the 
fanis hollow. A tube runs throngh it, perforat- 
ed at the sides and bottom. This tube connects 
the two pipes which enter the apices of the 
cones. The grain to be transported is poured 
into the entrance-pipe. The revolution of the 
fan sucks it into the connecting tube, and then 
blows it ahead into the main pipe. At the 
same time the fan of the next station, 20 
miles away, begins to whirl. Thus the grain 
is hurried forward by suction ahead and 
compressed air behind. The trouble with the 
theory seems to be that the grain cannot readily 
pass under the influence of two directly opposed 
currents of air in the same tube. At some point 
they must neutralize each other. Still, as the 
inventor has secured a patent, it is fair to infer 
that nis model works satisfactorily, so that he 
may have met this difficulty. He thinks his tube 
can carry 6,000 bushels of wheat 960 miles an 
hour. Mail matter can make 40 miles more in the 
same time. The expense of constructing a tube 
between Chicago and New York, with 4 car- 
rying capacity of 40,000,000 bushels a year, 
is but at $4,000,000.

THE TRANSIT OF VENUS. 

The preparations for observing the Transit of 
the planet Venus, on the 8th of December next, 
are well under way in all the principal countries 
of the civilized world. 

The interesting phenomenon, which it is hoped 
will enable us to know the distance of the Earth 
from the Sun much more accurately than at 
present, will commenes abcut 8 o'clock in the 
evening, Chicago time, and end at 36 minutes 
past midnight. ‘The Sun will thus be below our 
horizon during the whole time of the Transit. 
Indeed, the passage of the planet across the 
face of the Sun will not be visible from any part 
of the American Continent. At the beginning, 
the Sun will be overhead to nearly the middle of 


event, he will appear to pass from that point 
nearly to the Island of Madagascar. Hence the 
places from which observations can be made 
must be not more than 90 degrees from some 
point in the line between those two stations. 
They must really be not more than 80 degrees 
distant, because of the difficulty of making ac- 


horizon. 

The object of astronomers has been to select 
points within those limits, where the weather is 
most likely to be favorable, and from which the 
differences of apparent position on the face of 
the Sun will be the greatest possible. The dis- 
tance of the Sun from the Earth being at least 
12,000 times the length of the longest line that 
can be drawn between any two such stations, it 
follows that an error in measuring the base-line 
within the Earth, or the angles at its extremities, 


is necessary to measure the angles with the 


possible the latitudes and longitudes of the 
different stations. The greater the number of 
points selected, the less will be the chance of 
important error in the result, which will be a 


taken. 
The American astronomers alone will occupy 
not less than eight stations, five of which will 
be in the Southern and three in the Northern 
Hemisphere, This is because the chances of 
good weather are much the best at available 
points on this side of the Equator. The stations 
chosen are Pekin, in China; Vladivostok, in 
Siberia ; some point in Japan; Hobart Town, in 
Tasmania; some point in New Zealand; Kergue- 
len Island ; Crozet; the other Southern station 
is not yet decided on.

THE OTHER SIDE OF THE SCALPING QUESTION, 


To the Editor of. The Chicago Tribune : 

Bin: The item in regard to railroad-ticket- 
scalpers, which appeared in your issue of the 
23d inst., and which ig substantially a repetition 
of what has often heretofore appeared in your 
columns. during the past year, is 60 manifestly 
incorrect and unjust that it is but proper that 
your attention should be called to the error, and 
that the facts should be stated as they actually 
exist. 

I am not a scalper, and I neither buy nor seli 
tickets, except asI may have occasion to use 
them when traveling. But none of the articles 
that have thus far appeared have shown, or at- 
“tempted ta show, as a question of ethics, why it 
is not just as legitimate and as honorable to 
buy, sell, and speculate in tickets, as in grain, 
pork, or real estate, or even to edit a newspaper. 
The railroads establish rates of fare to com- 
peting points at such figures as suit their in- 
clinations or interests, and which may certainly 
be presumed to be remunerative, and put them 
upon the market for sale. If we wish to ride be- 


tween non- competing points, the At pro for trans- 
portation are r out of proportion to 
the distance to be traveled ; and if Pr recogniz- 
— the fact, choose to avail myself of the lower 
by purchasing a ticket to a competing 
—— beyond, and then, after arriving at my des- 
tivation, sell the balance of my ticket, is it any 
offense against good morals or correct business 
principles? Or is it any of the business of the 
n rr the public, or the press ? 
can save from 25 to 50 per cent, and 
Peder Bom even more, by the judicious purchase 
—— sale of a ticket, is it not legitimate and 
propel and have I not a perfect right to do it? 
if the traveler who purchases the balance 
of the ticket gets on to his journey’s end at a 
less price than the railroad would sell him a 
ticket to the same point for, have I not benefited 
him, and preven the railroad from swindling 
him to just that extent? If a railroad company 
can carry me as a through passenger for a cer- 
tain distance for a certain amount of money, can 
they n “gor could they not, carry a local pas- 
senger Over the same distance at the same rate ? 
Reduction of local rates of fare is a thing un- 
known to our management, except when 
driven thereto by circumstances over which they 
have no control. 
The reduction on the Chicago & Alton Road, 
which constitutes the subject of your article, was 
necessitated and brought about by the scaipers, 
and, to that extent — they have benefit- 
ted the entire communit = 
The facts are, that Louis tickets can be 
purchased of them at a. saving of from $2 to $4, 
of which the management of the road have long 
been cognizant. And any man who 2 refers pay- 
ing high local rates, as charged by them, rather 
than avail himself of competing tariffs, is either 
an ignoramus or something worse. 
A few months since, w I wished to ex- 
change an Illinois Central cou to St. Louis 
for a ticket over the Alton having just ar- 
rived from New York, and having occasion to 
travel the latter route, the Company refused to 
make the exchange, but referred me to a scalper. 
So in the matter of the exchange of tickets, — 


often a matter of necessity to the traveler, — 
the 1 meet a. want of the community 
which the railroads do not attempt to supply, 


but 3 which they fight with all their com- 
bined forces. A resolution of the General 
Ticket Agents’ Conventiong prohibits such ex- 
changes to their agents and employes. 
Another error in your article is, that the 
scalpers here purchase New York tickets in St. 
Louis for $27, and sell that part of the same 
from Chicago to New 5 for $22, and then 
reverse the coupon from St. Louis to Chicago, 
and sell it for $11.

‘ PREDERIC Vil. OF DENMARK. 


To the Editor of The ‘Chicago Tr Tribune : 

em: The Chicago Times of last Sunday has 
an article with the heading, A Dissolute Mon- 
atch,” taken from the St. Louis Democrat. No 
Scandinavian, or enlightened man of any other 
nationality, here in Chicago, has read this ar- 
ticle without having come to the conclusion that 
the Democrat and Times either must be the 
most ignorant or the most malicious papers that 
ever saw the world; and that the writer of the 
article must certainly be a Schleswig-Holsteiner, 
—one of those who always betrayed their own 
native country, and who at all times have sold 
their political convictions to those who gave 
them the highest bidding. 

I am myself a native of Denmark, and I am 
not blind to the many and great faults of our 
late King, Frederic VII. I and all my country- 
men perfectly well know that he spent bis youth 
in a manner which, according to the ideas

Frederick VII. ascended the Danish throne in 
1848, and, from that time tothe year 1863, when 
he died, the nation improved in every respect. 
The space from 1848 to 1863 is ‘go the hap- 
piest in the history of Denmark. Frederic gave 
to his subjects, of his own will, what his prede- 
ceasors had denied them for many years: a free 
Constitution,—free in the real sense of the word. 
The press was now allowed to speak everything 
right out, without being fined, and no editor of 
any paper was now, as formerly, arrested; yet 
they were not allowed, as are the Democrat and 
the Times, to spe in an indecent man- 


ner. During the war of 1848-50 against 
the uproarious Schleswig-Holsteivers, he 
more than once proved that his heart 
was in its right place, and that 


his courage did not fail, for he was more than 
once present on the field. 

When the King died, in 1863, the information 
of his death was received with a deep felt sorrow 
by all his subjects. There was not a house in 
little Denmark that did not feel the hard and 
sudden stroke, for Frederic always sought his 
own strength in the love of his people. Some 
years after, the Danes erected a monument at 
the cost.of about 100,009 Danish dollars, to the 
honor of their beloved King. Every cent was 
freely given by Frederic’s children. as he used to 
call his subjects. And do now the writer of the 
cynical article in the Democrat, and the Times 
that gave room for it in its columns, really be- 
lieve chat the Danish people would have erected 
a monument—the only one that ever was erected 
by the people—if their King had been.a mean 
bummer and ignoramus ? I dare say that every 
impartial reader will very soon come to the con- 
clusion that the portrait of Frederic VII..
